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Sierra Madrean continues fighting to save Monastery 


The drama between the Passionist Monastery 
and residents of Sierra Madre is continuing with Wal¬ 
ter Gage of Sierra Madre waiting for a reply from his 
letter, sent Sept. 24, to Father Jose A. Orbegozo, Pas¬ 
sionist General in Rome. 

On Tuesday, no reply had come from Rome; none 
had come from Michael Joseph Stengel, C.P., Pro¬ 
vincial Superior from Chicago; and none had come 
from Very Rev. Clemente Barron, C.P., from Pasa¬ 
dena. A brief reply was received by Gage from Juan 
Arzube, Bishop of the San Gabriel Pastoral Region. 

Gage of Sierra Madre is part of a newly formed 
group called “Friends of the Monastery” who are ac¬ 
tively trying to save the 31-year-old landmark from 
being razed. His letter to Father Joseph A. Orbegozo 
strongly suggests saving the structure which can be 
seen from four freeways in the San Gabriel Valley. 

“1...appeal to you, as someone of higher author¬ 


ity, for some additional time to discuss our attempts 
to continue the good works of the Passionists in our 
community at the beautiful and historic monastery,” 
Gage writes. 

As of Tuesday, Oct. 6, no reply had come as a re¬ 
sult of the Sept. 24 letter. 

Gage’s letter reviews a letter to Very Rev. Clemente 
Barron, C.P., superior of the monastery in Sierra 
Madre, from Michael Joseph Stengel, C.P., Provin¬ 
cial Superior in Chicago, that makes no bones about 
the fact that the monastery is to be torn down now. 

But Gage hasn’t given up his quest - and that of 
Sierra Madre - to “save the monastery.” 

Gage noted that “We’ve talked with Southwestern 
Museum and Fuller Seminary and that the latter was 
very excited about the possibility of working with the 
Passionists” about an analogous use. 

He told The News Monday that in mid-September 


he had talked with the project manager for Cleveland 
Wrecking Company as well as with Century Demoli¬ 
tion on the monastery grounds. Bids for razing the 
31-year-old monastery were imminent, Gage stated. 

“I fear they’re going to start knocking it (the 
monastery) down on Monday, Oct. 26, unless the town 
can convince someone in Rome that the building should 
be saved...It is of immediate importance that we citi¬ 
zens act now. A lot of people refer to the fact that 
you can’t depend on city officials because they’re 
(the officials) convinced they’re tied up by the law.” 

A spokesperson in the City Planning department 
said that a permit to demolish the monastery had not 
been issued at city hall as of Oct. 5, in response to the 
demolition request that had been received in mid-July. 

The person reviewed the city actions: on July 7, 
1992, the Cultural Heritage Commission recommended

Native A merican 
Festival this 
weekend 

This weekend the foothill communities will have 
an opportunity to see Native American art and to hear 
the music in the original culture at the three-day 
Sierra Madre Native American Festival of Music and 
Arts, Oct. 9, 10 and 11. 

The fete is hosted by the Inter Tribal Veterans 
of L. A. County and will feature 20 artisans who will 
exhibit and sell their works in Memorial Park. 

Chronologically, the activities include a presen¬ 
tation to the award-winning artisan at noon on Fri¬ 
day, Oct. 9, in Memorial Park. 

At 2 p.m. that day, will be an instrumental demon¬ 
stration for Sierra Madre Elementary School children. 
They will also get to taste fry bread. 

That evening at 6 p.m., John Trudell, a famous 
storyteller and musician, will appear, and later that 
evening, 7:30 p.m., there will be a surprise Native 
American movie in the park. 

On Saturday, Oct. 17, beginning at 10 a.m. Mem¬ 
orial Park will be filled with Native American food 
booths, music and dancers. Also available will be a 
hamburger stand on Saturday and Sunday. Saturday 
activities continue to 9 p.m. 

On Saturday evening, between 6 and 10 p.m., 
the “Sierra Madre or Bust” Tailgate party is scheduled 
in the Mariposa parking lot, behind Sanwa Bank. 
The movie, “Son of Paleface,” starring Bob Hope 
and Roy Rogers, will be featured. 

Sunday hours are from 10 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. with 
a continuation of traditional Native American arti¬ 
sans, music and dancers. 

A. Lee, spokesperson for Inter Tribal Veterans, 
sponsors of the event, said that members of his group 
are “mostly combat veterans, born of Indian women.” 

A donation is requested by the Main Street Cham¬ 
ber, weekend sponsors of the Native American fete 
and the tailgate party. 


Fire Department for 1991 indicates a total fire loss in 
Sierra Madre at $121,250, down from $177,4(X) the 
year before. That breaks down to a per capita loss 
of $11.23 last year and $16. .54 in 1990. 

Fire response time in Sieira Madre continues to 
be extraordinary - an average 1.8 minutes from the 
time the call is dispatched to “rolling.” From dis¬ 
patch to “on the scene” is 3.5 minutes. The average 
time of dispatch to completion is 23.8 minutes. 

The total number of fires last year equaled 342 
with 132 of those in June, probably because of the 
earthquake. April had the fewest calls: nine. The de¬ 
partment attended to 465 rescue calls last year, 12 less 
than in 1990. 

Total alarms equaled 790 in 1991 with 139 of 
those earthquake-related, again probably due to the 
June 28 Sierra Madre earthquake last year. There 
were only 12 earthquake calls in 1990. False alarms 
are reasonably high: 26 in 1991 and 32 the year before. 

Our fire-related injuries and fatalities those two 
years stand at zero, and that figure includes citizens 
and firefighters. 

There were 42 fires in Sierra Madre in 1991 and 
45 the year before. 

On the rescue scene, there were 465 in 1991, with 
the highest number in June (45), July (48) and Decem¬ 
ber (47). Other months included January, 31; Feb¬ 
ruary, 36; March, 42; April, 43; May, 28; August, 
31; September and October, 40; and November, 47.

Please remember - 
demolition is forever

It strikes me that one of the facets of Sierra 
Madre which set her apart from the tangle of urban 
sprawl which surrounds her is the history which lives 
through numerous older buildings that speckle her 
hills and canyons. Of these, one of the most note¬ 
worthy and, definitely one of a kind, is the Monastery. 

At 45,(XK) sq. ft., it is the largest single building 
in Sierra Madre and a cultural resource as well as a 
great architectural landmark since its construction 
in 1931. The history of the Monastery has been 
documented on other occasions, so I won’t burden 
this space with its recap. What I will do is express an 
opinion on a subject which goes beyond saving an old 
building to the core of an issue of today. 

First, however, there is the issue of trying to save 
the Monastery. Several years ago, the Cultural Heri¬ 
tage Commission petitioned the Passionist Fathers 
to put the Monastery on our historical buildings 
register. They declined (without comment; however, 
that listing would have encumbered the building’s 
removal - long range planning or coincidence?). 

Later, when earthquake damage was sustained, 
they petitioned the Cultural Heritage Commission 


to allow its removal obstensively because of the extent 
of the damage and the out-of-date nature of the facil¬ 
ity. It was indicated that no building would replace 
the Monastery and that its removal had been discussed 
before the earthquake facilitated a petition to demol¬ 
ish. It was also noted by the Fathers that even if a 
sizable grant were received, they wouldn’t rehab the 
structure. 

Are the concerns economic, public safety or the 
depreciation of the long-term value of a property 
“encumbered” with a historical building of significant 
size? 

The economics have been bantered back and 
forth, and, depending upon whose side is being served, 
have ranged from $150,000 to $2 million for earth¬ 
quake repair. Realistically, at least from my vantage 
point, a lower range is probably where the wheel 
would come to rest based upon several engineering 
opinions from structural engineers practiced in re¬ 
constructive seismic retrofit. But why spend any¬ 
thing on salvaging an old workhorse who has out¬ 
lived its time...or has it? 

Herein lies the crux of one of the issues of today. 
When the case was presented to the City Council,

Question: 1 recently “inherited” 
a desert tortoise. The previous owner 
advised not to feed lettuce, but 1 
thought tortoises liked lettuce. Is this OK? 

While it is true that tortoises like lettuce the way people 
like donuts, in neither case is there much nutritional 
value. Wild tortoises consume a high-roughage, 
moderate-protein, low-fat diet; this can only be approx 
imated in captivity. Adult tortoises should be allowed to 
graze on grass lawns or wild grasses. Dandelions, clover, 
alfalfa hay, rose petals, hibiscus and nasturtium flowers 
are all good “natural" foods. Thawed frozen vegetables, 
sprouts, spinach, Swiss chard, tofu soybean curd, and 
occassional fruits and melons arc good food sources also 
Good occassional protein supplements are water-packed 
tuna, diced chicken, and low-fat dry dog food. An ex¬ 
cellent low -fat cereal and egg based supplement is ex- ^ 

panded (-soaked) monkey biscuits (Zu/Preem Primate 
Dry by Hill’s) instead of dry dog food. As with all her- ^ 

bivorous reptiles, a vitamin suitable for reptiles should be t( 

sprinkled on moistened food. Hatchlings do well with ex- q 

panded guinea pig chow plus the grasses, vegetables, 
and flowers as above. AVOID lettuce of all types, cab- .

Our contributions 
help the poor 

St. Rita’s sister parish, 
St. Anthony’s in San Ga¬ 
briel, has long had a min¬ 
istry to the poor and home¬ 
less in which St. Rita’s 
parishioners have parti¬ 
cipated. This week and in 
subsequent columns we 
will be presenting infor¬ 
mation about our com¬ 
bined mission and its aims. 

St. Anthony Christian 
Service Center 

The center was opened 
in 1973. It began small 
and grew to fulfill the 
needs of the homeless 
and impoverished. The 
budget is about $35,000 
a year. Deacon John 
Messer is the director and 
works at St. Anthony’s 
Wednesday through Sun¬ 
day. Phone number is 
(818) 288-8912. 

Services provided 

Food bank: Groceries 
are given out at the Cen¬ 
ter to those who have no 
food in the house and no 
money for purchasing any. 
Recipients must show ID 
and may return only every 
five weeks. 

Meals: Lunch and din¬ 
ner are prepared in the 
rectory from canned pas¬ 
ta, chili, soup, stew, etc., 
for the homeless and hun¬ 
gry - an average of six 
people a day. All rectory 


personnel are trained to 
provide this service. 

Groceries: Bags of 
groceries for a holiday 
meal - plus extras - are 
given at Thanksgiving, 
Christmas and Easter to 
poor families and single 
people who register in ad¬ 
vance. Each time over 
250 families are helped. 

Clothing bank: Located 
next to the food bank and 
open Monday and Thurs¬ 
day evenings and available 
to those in need. 

Housing; There are a 
few beds available where 
homeless men can sleep 
for one or two nights. 
Also, a new bathroom 
was recently built so that 
transients can shower and 
shave. Women, often 
with children, are housed 
in a motel. 

Where does it all 
come from? 

Food and clothing come 
from regular donations 
and from Giving Trees at 
St. Rita’s and St. An¬ 
thony’s churches. Mar¬ 
kets have also donated 
food and some comes 
from a regional food bank 
for which a small pay¬ 
ment is required. Un¬ 
opened food left over 
from school lunches is" 
taken to the rectory and 
used with meals for the 
homeless.

Many Sierra Madreans 
remember V-E Day as a 
great day in American 
history - the day when our 
Allied forces defeated the 
Nazis. 

During the liberation 
of Germany, an American 
GI was driving his jeep 
through a small German 
town. Rounding a comer, 
he saw a little boy stand¬ 
ing in front of a bakery 
store window, longingly 
gazing at the delicious 
breads and cookies inside. 
The soldier pulled to a 
stop, jumped out and 
went into that bakery, 
returning presently with 
a bag of baked goods 
which he gave to the little 
boy. As he turned to 
leave, the boy asked him 
in broken Engish, “Sir, 
are you God?” 

That GI wasn’t God, 
I’m not God, and you’re 
not God, but when we 
give, we are more like God 
than at any other time. 
For we believe in a God 
“who so loved the world 
that He gave...” (John 
3:16). 

And speaking of giving. 
I’d like to take this op¬ 
portunity to salute the 
Sierra Madre Fire Depart¬ 
ment, whose volunteers 


give generously and her¬ 
oically of their time and 
ability to keep our com¬ 
munity safe. 

Last Tuesday, while 
excavating at our build¬ 
ing site, a large bulldozer 
clipped a buried gas line.

1 dialed 911 and then 
the Gas Company emer¬ 
gency line. The Fire De¬ 
partment was fully de¬ 
ployed on the scene less 
than three minutes after 
1 made the call, hosing 
down the leak to neutral¬ 
ize static electricity. I 
was told that this kind of 
leak can literally self-ig- 
nite due to static buildup. 
Rich Snyder, a member 
of this church and SMFD, 
strapped on an oxygen 
tank and went into the 
site. 

It was a pretty exciting 
hour. The Gas Company 
arrived within 20 minutes 
of the initial call and ex¬ 
pertly capped the leak. 
They deserve credit too. 
But it was our guys who 
got there first and held 
the line. That’s giving!

History of SM Fire Department dates back to 1921 


Anyone who has lived 
in Sierra Madre for any 
length of time is familiar 
with the history of the vil¬ 
lage’s fire department 
which actually dates back 
to January 1921. 

During the early morn¬ 
ing hours a major fire de¬ 
stroyed the town’s bakery. 
As only a hand hose cart 
and some chemical equip¬ 
ment were available, the 
fire could not be con¬ 
trolled. Monrovia Fire 
Department was called to 


assist. It was time for the 
village to procure fire pro¬ 
tection. 

Art Udell, L.C. Brooks 
and Earl Topping were 
appointed by the Board 
of Trade to investigate 
the costs and possibilities 
of obtaining fire equip¬ 
ment. Within 36 hours, 
a down payment of $2600 
was raised through sub¬ 
scriptions for the purchase 
of an American LaFrance 
fire engine. 


On Apr. 26, 1921, a 
bond issue was approved 
and the purchase was ob¬ 
tained. There were about 
50 men representing all 
trades and businesses of 
the city who answered the 
call as firefighters; 40 
were enrolled and 20 were 
placed on first call. 

Soon plans were made 
to purchase a lot where 
the old City Hall now 
stands. Enough money 
was raised to build walls 


and place a temporary 
floor over the basement; 
however, there was diffi¬ 
culty in obtaining addi¬ 
tional money. Besides the 
LaFrance fire engine, 
many pleasure cars were 
converted to fire trucks 
in an effort to serve the 
community. 

Earl Topping became 
the first fire chief and 
served until 1923. 

In the ’30s the members 
designed and built a first 


aid truck which continued 
to operate for several years. 
During World War II, 
resources became a prob¬ 
lem and emergency first 
aid care was taken over 
by the police department. 

After the war the de¬ 
partment purchased a 1946 
Seagrave and 10 years 
later, the city purchased 
a Crown Coach pumper. 

In 1973, police cars 
were no longer used and 
it was obvious that the 


firefighters needed more 
information. Two mem¬ 
bers of the fire depart¬ 
ment were enrolled in 
Emergency Medical Tech¬ 
nician training at Pasa¬ 
dena City College. Fire 
Chief Charles Brown and 
Police Chief Tom Kendra 
worked out a system for 
response to medical calls 
to assist the police. 

A year later, 1974, 
Brown purchased a 1%8 
station wagon to carry all 
the medical equipment 


and in that first year of 
operation, the EMTs 
answered over 200 calls. 

Sierra Madre Kiwanis 
Club in 1976, under Sam 
Tesoro, led a campaign 
in which $20,000 was 
raised in 10 weeks to pur¬ 
chase a new and modern 
vehicle. A year later a 
Crown Coach was pur¬ 
chased and at that point 
medical responses were 
elevating so that from that 
year the responses have 
averaged more than 550 a 


year. 

A new ambulance, cost¬ 
ing $35,000, was put into 
place and on Aug. 14, 1983, 
the ambulance was put 
into service. 

Today the department 
has four fire engines, 41, 
42, 43, 44; Truck 41, a 
water tender 41, the 1946 
Seagrave which is Engipe 
44-R; Unit 42, a pickup; 
the O.E.S. 169 puMper; 
Rescue 41 and 42, both 
of the latter ambulances.

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SM man fights for monastery

by minute motion to request the City Council to add 
the monastery building and immediate area to the Cul¬ 
tural Historical Landmark Register. 

A public hearing was held by the City Council 
on July 28 when City Councilwoman Mary Ann Mac- 
Gillivray made the motion to allow 30 more days to 
seek “compatible uses of the monastery” and hot to 
place it on the register. 

Very Rev. Clemente Barron, superior at the mon¬ 
astery, agreed to 30 more days in which “to sit down 
and review the facts and figures.” 

Now, however, over 60 days have passed and the 
city has yet to grant the demolition permit. 

Gage, Anthony P. Ghezzo (who lives three blocks 
from the monastery), Judy Webb-Martin, chair of 
the Cultural Heritage Commission; Phyllis Chapman, 
town historian and member of the commission, as 
well as Don Murphy, another member, are some of 
those local people who have formed “Friends of the 
Monastery.” 

Murphy’s plea is also published in this week’s 
edition of The News as well as several photos which 
Gage took of the monastery recently. 

Ghezzo, who was born in Ravena, Italy, and who 
grew up in Florence, says that he is heartbroken and 
depressed about the possibility of losing the monastery, 
as quoted on Joseph Pilcher’s story (also in this week’s 
paper). He and his family attended mass there regular¬ 
ly until the building was closed. 

Gertrude Daniels, who was present for the mon¬ 
astery’s dedication in 1931, also attended Mass there 
regularly until the structure’s closing after the 1991 
Sierra Madre earthquake. 

In the letter earlier referred to, from Principal 
Superior Stengel to Rev. Clemente Barron, C.P., 
superior at the monastery, Stengel refers to the con¬ 
flict that is between public and private sectors with the 
private sector in this particular case having the bene¬ 
fit of the law. He also believes that even though the 
building restored.would pass requirements of the city 
code, there would be no guarantee that the building 
would be earthquake safe. 

Gage, in his letter to the Passionist General in 
Rome, agrees that there appears to be no ambiguity 
whatsoever in the instructions to Clemente, which in¬ 
cludes the fact that the Sierra Madre City Council is 
aware of the Passionists’ legal rights (their being a 
religious group). 

However, Gage refers to the fact that “1 and 
many others in the surrounding communities find it 
disappointing that a friend and member of the com¬ 
munity would list the support of ‘the law’ and the 
legal profession as a first point of reasoning. 

“Secondly, we all agree that you nor anyone else 


in this earthquake-prone area could guarantee that 
the building...would be ‘earthquake safe.’...We see it 
as another challenge - not a reason to stop all work or 
move. out. 

“...I f-annot dispute or argue whether the City 
Council is well aware of the Passionists’ legal rights. 
I am almost certain that they are fully aware - more 
than aware. As a matter of fact the rumors around 
this city are that the City Attorney briefed them in no 
uncertain terms immediately prior to the July public 
hearings, and that this was probably their reason for 
a negative vote in less than a minute or two. 

“I do not appeal for any additional time to grieve, 
adapt, or adjust, only a time to discuss and do a little 
reasoning together. I feel very strongly that more con¬ 
versation would be mutually beneficial.”

one of the conditions stipulated by the Fathers in the 
30-day “conversational opportunity” the council 
gave to Cultural Heritage Commission, was that no 
use would be considered that was not in character 
with the sum and substance of the Order’s Mission. 

In that time, several religious organizations 
have shown interest in the facility as a retreat for 
religious/family use. Even within the Catholic church, 
there is a movement to bring back the basic tenants 
of the faith to families which could use a facility of 
this type. 

Those who read this article and haven’t seen the 
beauty and serenity of the site, should see it. The 
meditative nature of the Monastery and surrounding 
grounds are a resource which strikes at a core need of 
today’s fast life. A place away, a place to heal, a 
place to mend rifts in the stressed lives of many fam¬ 
ilies, and it’s here, in our town - a resource both 
socially and culturally. In a time when the need out¬ 
weighs the resource to respond, why is it being so 
casually discarded? 

Is it a “safety” issue? This, of course, is always 


a concern, but by itself, a relative issue. Like so 
many older buildings in Sierra Madre, there is code 
criteria for their retrofit. Once accomplished, the 
buildings are, in the eyes of state building codes, 
“safe” for human occupancy. It is this level of re¬ 
constructive work which the budgets being bandied 
about anticipate. 

Whatever the hidden agenda is, can it be more 
important than repairing some of the anxieties that 
threaten the sanctitiy of the family? It is hard to 
imagine what that would be. 

The dictum to demolish comes from Chicago. 
They (Catholic leaders), on the surface, do not appear 
to be particularly concerned about our resources, 
nor has there been any indication of a serious attempt 
to consider alternatives and re-evaluate the economics 
of alternative uses. They should. 

Demolition is forever.

Sometime back in the 
IfWlS, a Frenchman named 
Gaston Leroux wrote a 
novel entitled “Le Fan- 
tome de L’Opera,” which 
is easily translated into 
that durable tale, “The 
Phantom of the Opera.” 
There have been at least 
four film versions of the 
story of which the most 
famoas Phantom was Lon 
Chaney in the silent ver¬ 
sion, which, if you are in 
the right mood, can still 
give you chills. Claude 
Raines was another good 
one. And a young friend 
once told me about a rock 
movie she had seen called 
“Phantom of the Para¬ 
dise” which sounded very 
familiar. As 1 recall, 
that Phantom got his 
face caught in a hot record 
pressing machine. 

The various Phantoms 
have had various horrend¬ 
ous accidents to account 
for the facial disfigure¬ 


ment that makes a mask 
necessary: fires and acid 
burns predominate. And 
so, out of curiosity, I 
decided to read the original 
novel - which I would 
recommend only for his¬ 
torical interest. Leroux’s 
Phantom was just born 
ugly, with an excellent 
brain but an unfinished 
face that even his mother 
could hardly bear to look 
upon, and ended up in a 
cage in a street show from 
which he escaped to the 
labyrinthine building 
that houses the Paris 
Opera. 

This will come as no 
surprise to people who 
have concentrated on the 
lines, about four of them, 
which tell you this in An¬ 
drew Lloyd Weber’s “The 
Phantom of the Opera.” 
The “longest running 
musical in the history of 
Los Angeles” actually 
follows the novel closely.

What is it that has so 
caught the imagination 
of L.A. that “Phantom,” 
a wildly melodramatic 
musical, with lavish or- 
che.strations of about five 
melodies, should be so 
popular?

YEAGER 

General Chuck Yeager and Leo Janos 

Okay. If you don’t want to read Tom Wolfe’s 
“The Right Stuff” or if you read it but don’t be¬ 
lieve that Chuck Yeager really has the “right 
stuff,” then check out Yeager’s autobiography, 
“Yeager.” Yeager talks about his life as a fighter 
pilot, including the parts covered in Wolfe’s 
book, but in his own words - straightforward, 
plain, simple, understated. Yeager is not one to 
toot his own horn. When asked if he thought 
he had the “right stuff’ Yeager replied, “1 know 
that golden trout have the right stuff, and I’ve 
seen a few gals here and there that I’d bet had it 
in spades...,” but he himself did not feel quali¬ 


fied because he felt fighter “jocks” just didn’t 
fit the term. In my opinion, Wolfe painted an 
accurate picture of General Chuck Yeager, and 
Yeager’s own autobiography proves it. 

THE RIGHT STUFF 
Tom Wolfe 

Much sputtering occurred over Tom Wolfe’s 
highly successful book, “The Right Stuff,” the 
story of the Mercury astronauts. Those who 
criticized Wolfe stated that he misconstrued 
facts, distorted reality, didn’t report events as 
they actually happened. Then others argued 
that Wolfe was creating myth - American folk¬ 
lore, the modern-day hero. The pimple came to 
a head when someone (or more) accused the sub¬ 
sequent movie made from this book of casting 
John Glenn in a most unfavorable light, when 
Glenn was campaigning for a Senatorial seat. 
But the story of the Mercury astronauts is only 
the last half of “The Right Stuff.” The part 
that interested me by far was the first half, the 
remarkable tale of an extraordinary man. Chuck 
Yeager, a fighter pilot who exemplified what 
Wolfe called the “right stuff.” Yeager’s story 
is fascinating and Wolfe, as always, comes highly 
recommended by me in a particularly strong 
literary effort. 



Dog days at the library 

A new edition of the American Kennel 
Club’s “The Complete Dog Book” came in the 
other day and gave me the idea that some dog 
talk might be a good subject for this week’s 
column. There are more than 70 books about 
dogs in the collection of the Sierra Madre Library. 
They cover a wide spectrum of subjects, with 
books about breeds, grooming, behavior, train¬ 
ing, selecting, health and much more. 

There is one called “The Guilt-Free Dog 
Owner’s Guide” that offers guidance to those 
who want to own a dog, but have little time or 


space for one. Another, “The Road to West¬ 
minster,” is for people who want to train dogs 
for the show ring. “Dogwatching” by Desmond 
Morris tells about dog behavior such as why 
dogs bark, wag their tails, eat grass, or roll in 
filth. “Chelsea” by Paul Ogden is the story of 
a signal dog, a dog trained to aid the hard of 
hearing. Cleveland Amory says of this book, 
“It is a touching, memorable story by an ex¬ 
tremely talented writer about what is perhaps 
the closest of all relationships between an animal 
and his person.” 

There are several titles about training dogs 
including “The Invisible Leash” by Myrna Mi¬ 
lan!, “21 Days to a Trained Dog” by Dick Mailer, 
“When Good Dogs Do Bad Things” by Mor- 
decai Siegal and “Postively Obedient” by Bar¬ 
bara Handler, who says “Throw away your 
choke chain! You can train your dog with affec¬ 
tion and positive reward!” Sometimes the dogs 
themselves take a hand in expressing their opin¬ 
ions about books. One patron brought back a 
book that was badly chewed by her canine friend.

PART I . GENERAL PROVISIONS 


SECTION 1.01 •• SHORT TITLE 

This Ordinance shall be known as the Master Connection Fee Ordinance of County Sanitation District 
No 15 of Los Angeles County and may be cited as such. 

SECTION 1.02 - PURPOSE 

The purpose of this Ordinance is to impose charges for the privilege of connecting a parcel within the 
District, directly or indirectly, to the District’s sewerage system as hereinafter defined or for increasing the 
strength and/or quantity of wastewater attributable to a conneaed parcel, and to provide for collection 
of said charges. Funds derived under this Ordinance from the capital improvement portion of the 
connection fee shall be used only for expansion of capital facilities. 

SECTION 1.03 - AUTHORITY 

The District is empowered to fix fees or charges for the privilege of conneaing. directly or indirectly, to 
its sewerage system and to prescribe, revise, and collect fees, tolls, rates, rentals, or other charges for 
services and facilities furnished by it 

SECTION 1.0 4 - ADDITIONAL REVENUE 

The revenue provided lor hereby shall be in addition to all revenue otherwise collected by or on behalf 
of the District including, but not limited, to ad valorem taxes, federal and stale grants and loans, contract 
revenue, investment income, annexation fees, service charges, and charges imposed under the District’s 
Wastewater Ordinance. 

SECTION 1.05 -- ADMINISTRATION 

The Chief Engineer shall administer, implemeni, and enforce the provisions of this Ordinance. Any powers 
granted to or duties imposed on the Chief Engineer may be delegated by the Chief Engineer to persons 
acting in the beneficial interest of. or in the employ of the District. 

SECTION 1 06 •• VALIDITY 

If any part, section, subsection, paragraph, sentence, clause or phrase of this Ordinance is held invalid 
or unconstitutional for any reason by any court, that decision does not affect the validity or constitutionality 
of the remainder of this Ordinance. The Board of Directors declares that it would have adopted each 
provision of this Ordinance irrespective of the validity of any other provision. 

SECTION 1.07 - SUPERSEDENCE 

This Ordinance shall supersede the Connection Fee Ordinance tor County Sanitation District No. IS of Los 
Angeles County adopted on January 24.1990, with respect to any rights, duties, or privileges arising after 
the effective date of this Ordinance 

SECTION 1.08 » EFFECTIVE DATE 

This Ordinance shall become effective on November 1, 1992. 


PART II . DEFINITIONS 


This Ordinance shall be construed according to the following definitions; 

SECTION 2.01 - ADDED BURDEN 

An added burden shall mean any of the following: 

(1) A conneaion, direct or indirect, to the sewerage system for the first time of any structure located 
on a parcei(s) of laixf within the District. 

(2) An existing connection from a parcel where the number of capacity units attributable to said 
parcel has been increased due to construction of additional dwelling units or change In land 
usage. 

(3) An existing connection from a parcel from which industrial wastewater is discharged where the 
number of capacity units attributable to said parcel on a fiscal year basis has increased by more 
than 25 percent as determined in accordance with Section 3.03 of this Ordinance. 

An existing connection from a commercial or institutional parcel where the number of capacity 
units attributable to said parcel has increased by more Ih^ 25 percent. 

(I more than one independently owned operation exists on a single parcel, an added burden shall 
also mean an existing connection where the number of capacity units attributable to an 
•ndeperxlenily owned operation has increased by more than 25 percent. 

H an indeperxiently owned operation or separate operations under single ownership span(8) two 
or more contiguous parcels, the 25 percent increase shall be measured against the total number 
of capacity units anributable lo the operation(s). 

SECTION 2 02 » BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

Board of Directors shall mean the Board of Directors of County Sanitation District No. 15 of Los Angeles 
County. 


SECTION 2.18 - UNIT OF USAGE 

Unit of usage shall mean the basic unit of measure which quantifies the degree of use of a particular 
parcel (e.g.. dwelling unit, square footage). Square footage of an improvement shall be based upon the 
gross exterior dimensions of the structure. 

SECTION 2.19 » USER CATEGORY 


User category shall mean the specific land use classification for a particular parcel which is defined in 
terms of Its use (e.g., single family home, restaurant). 

SECTION 2,20 - WASTEWATER 

Wastewater shall mean the liquid carried wastes of the community and all constituents and residues 
thereof. Wastewater includes domestic and industrial wastewater but does not Include rainwater, 
groundwater, stormwater, or drainage or other water unless otherwise specified in Section 2.08, 

SECTION 2.21 - WASTEWATER ORDINANCE 

Wastewater Ordinance shall mean the Ordinance providing for the administration of an industrial 
wastewater control system, for the regulation of sewer construction and sewer use. for the imposition of 
permit requirements for industrial wastewater dischargers, for the prohibition, regulation, and/or 
pretrealment of industrial wastewaters, for the imposition of fees and charges, for the distribution of 
revenue, for the implementation of federal and state pollution control regulations, and for the 
implementation of other methods of controlling and regulating the discharge of wastewaters as adopted 
by the County Sanitation Districts of Los Angeles County effective on April 1 , 1972. and as amended 
effective on July 1. 1975. July 1, 1980. July 1, 1983 and November 1, 1989 and as thereafter amended. 


PART ill. FEES 


SECTION 3.01 CONNECTION FEES 

No person shall impose an added burden, as herein defined, to the sewerage system from any parcel 
within the boundaries of the District until an application lor sewer connection has been made and 
approved by the District and a connection fee has been paid to the District. Local governmental parcels 
as defined in Section 2.11 shall not be subject to a connection fee under this Ordinance 

Any person imposing an added burden shall pay a connection fee in accordance with this Ordinance. 
With respect to discharges which constitute an increase in the existing strength and/or quantity of 
wastewater anributable to a particular parcel or operation already connected, the connection fee shall be 
based on the increase in anticipated use of the sewerage system. 

SECTION 3.02 - CALCULATION OF THE CONNECTION FEE RATE 

The total capital cost required to construct an incremental expansion of the sewerage system of the next 
anticipated configuration shall be determined by the Chief Engineer. In addition, he shall calculate the 
number of capacity units which can be accommodated by the incremental expansion. He shall then 
divide the former value by the latter value. The resulting value shall be known as the capital improvement 
component of the connection fee rate, 


The Chief Engineer shall also determine the cash reserves that will be available on July 1 of the same 
fiscal year In which the connection fee rate is effective. This number shall be divided by the total number 
of existing sewage units in the District as determined in accordance with the Master Service Charge 
OrdinarKe of County Sanitation District No. 15 of Los Angeies County. The resulting figure shall then be 
added to the senrice charge rate as adopted by the Board of Directors pursuant to the Master Service 
Ch^ge Ordinance of County Sanitation District No. 1 5 of Los Angeles County for the same fiscal year in 
which the connection fee rate is effective. The total resulting value shall be converted into dollars per 
capacity unit on the basis that one sewage unit is equivalent to one capacity unit and shall be known as 
the operational cost component of the connection lee rate. 

The sum of the capital improvement and operational cost components shall be known as the connection 
lee rate. The Board of Directors of the District shall from time to lime adopt this connection fee rate to 
be utilized in Section 3.03 (1) hereof. 

SECTION 3.03 ^ CALCULATION OF THE CONNECTION FFF 

(1) The connection fee for any parcel within the Districts boundaries imposing an added burden lo 
the sewerage system shall be based on anticipated use and shall equal the product of the 
estimated number of capacity units which will result from the added burden, as determined In 
paragraph (2) of this section, and the connection fee rate determined pursuant to Section 3.02 


(2) 


For parcels which are subject lo the surcharge payment requirement provided for in the District's 
Wastewater Ordinance, the connection fee shall be calculated according to Section 3 03(1) above 
except that the connection fee rate as determined in Section 3.02 shall not Include the service 
charge rate. 

The anticipated use of the sewerage system shall be calculated in terms of capacity units (CU).

Capacity unit shall mean the burden in terms of capacity that a typical single family home places on the 
sewerage system based on flow, chemical oxygen demand, and suspended solids. 

SECTION 2.04 - CHIEF ENGINEER 

Chief Engineer shall mean the Chief Engineer and General Manager of County Sanitation District No. 15 
of Los Angeles County or his duty authorized deputy or agent. 

SECTION 2.05 - COD OR CHEMICAL OXYGEN DFM/i ^fdD 

COD or chemical oxygen demand shall mean the measure of chemically decomposable material In 
wastewater as represented by the oxygen utilized as determined by the procedures specified In Section 
414(A) of the Wastewater Ordinance. 

SECTION 2.06 - DISTRICT 

District shall mean County Sanitation District No. 15 of Los Angeles County.

COO and suspended sr^ids loadings shaN be based on 
the foHowing, including the estimated sanitary wastewater loadings 

(a) For new dischargers, information contained ^ the Permit for Industrial Wastewater 
Discharge as defined in the Wastewater Ordinance, or 

(!b) For existing dischargers, information contained in the current surcharge statement or in 
any surcharge statement revised as a result of a District audit as provided for in the 
Wastewater Ordinance or an approved revised Permit for Industrial Wastewater Discharge, 
or other credible information, including District's monitoring data. 

(6) For the purpose of determining whether the number of capacity units attributable to such 
iTKfustrial parcel has increased by more than 25 percent, a baseline number of capacity units 
upon which to measure an increase shall be based on the highest of the following: 

(a) The highest number of capacity units for which a connection fee has been paid, and 

(b) The highest number of capacity units for which surcharge payments were made in 
accordance with the Wastewater Ordinance for fiscal years 1976-77 through 1981-82. 

(c) The highest number ol capacity units for fiscal years 1976-77 through 1981 -82 based on 
water consumption or other credible information available for those fiscal years for 
dischargers whose yearly flow does not exceed one million gallons. 

The Chief Engineer may, at any lime after connection, verify the actual flow. COD. and suspended 
solids attributable to the added burden. Should a discrepancy exist between measured quantities 
and the reported quantities of flow, COD, and suspended solids upon which the connection fee 
had been based, the owner of the parcel or discharger of industrial wastewater shall, upon written 
notification, pay to the District the difference between the connection fee paid and the amount 
due on the basis of the verified quantifies.

In the event 
of the closure of the business operation or the termination of discharge during the instaliment 
payment period, a partial capacity entitlement based on the principal portion of the payments 
received shall be attributed to the industrial discharger's parcel. 

The connection fee shall be paid to the District either in person at the Joint Administration Office 
of the County Sanitation Districts of Los Angeles County, located at 1955 Workman Mill Road. 
Whittier. California, or through the mail by sending the application form and an appropriate 
payment to the County Sanitation Districts of Los Angeles County. P. O. Box 4998. Whittier. 
California, 90607 

SECTION 3.06 - PENALTY AND INTEREST CHARGES FOR DEUNQUENT CONNECTION FEE PAYMENT 

Unpaid charges shall become delinquent 45 days after mailing or personal service of a notice of charges 
for an existing connection. 45 days after an application for connection to the sewerage system, as 
hereinafter defined, is approved by the District, or 45 days after a connection is made, whichever occurs 
first. A basic penalty charge of 10 percent of the original unpaid amount shall be added to any 
connection fee that becomes delinquent. Additional penalties and interest at the maximum rate provided 
by law shall accrue on the total of all delinquent fees plus penalty charges 

SECTION 3.07 - FEE FOR RETURNED CHECKS 

An administrative charge shall be added to the original connection fee in the event a check tendered for 
payment is not honored for payment. The Chief Engineer shall establish this charge to reflect the 
District's added cost in processing dishonored checks, up to the maximum amount allowed by law. and 
may adjust it from time to time as required to continue to reflect the District's added cost. 


(7) it the number of capacity units attributable to an operation which discharges industrial wastewater 
has increased by more than 25 percent, the discharger may make an election to demonstrstte to 
the reasonable satisfaction of the Chief Engineer that a modification including operational 
modification, conservation, or pretreatment will alter the number of capacity units attributable to 
that business operation to a level which would constitute a 25 percent or less increase. 

An election to demonstrate a reduction in the number of capacity units attributable to the 
business operation must be made in writing to the Chief Engineer within 45 days of mailing or 
personal service of the notice of charges. A written election under this subsection shall be 
accompanied by a surety bond, irrevocable letter of credit, assignment of certificate of deposit or 
such other security as may be approved by the Chief Engineer in such amount that will 
reasonably assure payment of 50 percent of the connection fee that will be due in the event the 
modification has not resulted in the required reduction in the number of capacity units as 
prescribed above within the demonstration period. 

At the commencement of the demonstration period, the discharger may prepay a portion of the 
billed connection fee. Any such payment shall be nonrefundable, and the capacity units 
associated with such payment shall be used as a credit to oft-set any connection fee charge 
assessed at the end ot the demonstration period. Security tor the payment of the connection fee 
for the remaining capacity units must be provided in the manner described in this section. 

The next full fiscal year, July 1 through June 30. inclusive, which occurs after an election to 
demonstrate is made shall be the demonstration period upon which a determination of a 25 
percent or less increase in the number of capacity units is made. The demonstration shall be 
based on discharge data for this period. The Chief Engineer may extend the demonstration 
period provided the applicant can substantiate a necessity for additional time and has requested 
an extension prior to July 1 ol the demonstration year. 

At the conclusion of the demonstration period, the Chief Engineer shall evaluate all pertinent data 
and make a determination as to whether the modification has resulted in the reduction prescribed 
above. Prepaid capacity units shall not be considered in the determination of whether the 
discharger has demonstrated a reduction. 

Upon demonstration that the number of capacity units attributable to the parcel has been reduced 
to a 25 percent or less increase over the established baseline; 

(a) The surety bond, letter ot credit, certificate of deposit or other form of security will 
be returned to the discharger and 

(b) Any capacity unit entitlement arising from the prepayment of the connection fees 
shall be added to the discharger's baseline entitlement. 

In the event that the modification has not resulted in the required reduction prescribed above, the 
applicable connection fee will be based on the current capacity units attributable to the discharge, 
less the discharger's established baseline entitlement, and any prepaid capacity unit credits. The 
connection lee payable for the remaining capacity units shall be based on the connection fee rate 
effective on July t of the fiscal year immediately following the demonstration period. The fee 
associated with the capacity units attributed to the original notice of charges will be Immediately 
due and payable upon mailing or personal service of a notice of charges. If such payment is not 
received within the time period specified in the notice of charges, the District shall utilize the 
security provided by the discharger to meet such obligation. To the extent the security is 

insufficient to pay the connection lee due. penalties and interest shall accrue in the amounts 
specified in Section 3,06 of the Ordinance on the delinquency date specified in the notice ol 
charges 

Should the discharger increase the number of capacity units anributed to its discharge in an 
amount greater than that set forth in the original notice of charges, an additional connection fee * 
shall also be imposed based on the connection fee rate effective on July 1 ol the fiscal year 
immediately following the demonstration period. This additional connection fee shall become 
delinquent 45 days after mailing or personal service of a notice of charges in accordance with 
Section 3.06 ol this Ordinance. 

(8) Temporary groundwater clean up projects or groundwater clean up technology demonstration 
projects that will not place an added burden on the sewerage system for longer than five years 
shall pay a connection fee calculated in accordance with this Ordinance that is prorated 
according to the proportion that the number of years in which any system use Is to occur bears 
to the period of 40 years. Additional prorated connection fees shaH be imposed with regard to 
any such project that continues beyond its Initially projected termination date. Additional prorated 
connection fees shall be imposed for increases in anticipated use in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 3.03 of this Ordinance, except that no such project shall be eligible for the 
election described in Section 3.03{7) of this Ordinance. In the event that any project for which 
a prorated connection fee has been paid continues to place an added burden on the sewerage 
system for longer than live years, a full connection fee shall be imposed at the then-current 
connection fee rate less the amount of all sums previously paid to the District as prorated 
connection fees for such project. 

SECTION 3.04 - CREDITS 

(t) A credit shall be allowed with respect to new construction replacing a demolished building 
provided said building had been connected to the sewerage system and was demolished 
subsequent to December 15, 1981 or with respect to a change in use of a building which had 
been connected to the sewerage system. 

The credit for a demolished building for which no connection fee has been paid shall be equal 
to the connection fee that would have been paid with respect to the most recently demolished 
building under the terms of this Ordinance and based on the current connection fee rate. 

The credit for a change in use of a building which had been connected to the sewerage system 
but for which no connection fee had been paid shall be based upon the units of usage existing 
immedialefy prior to construction of the Improvement or occurrence that brought about the 
increased use and the current connection fee rate. 

If a demolished building or a building for which there was a former use had a prior connection 
fee application approved by the District, the credit provided for above shall be based upon the 
highest number of capacity units tor which a connection fee application had been approved and 
the current connection fee rate. 

The applicant shall demonstrate to the reasonable satisfaction of the Chief Engineer the user 
category and the number of units of usage applicable to a demolished building or a building for 
which there was a former use, and whether or not such building was connected to the sewerage 
system. The credits provided above shall be applicable only to the specific parcel upon which 
the demolition has occurred and may be allocable by the owner of such parcel if more than one 
building Is being connected. 

In no case shall the credit exceed the connection fee. 

(2) A credit against the connection fee shall be allowed with respect to any facility to be connected 
which was constructed and was located within the District prior to March 1, 1977, but has never 
been connected to the sewer The amount of the credit shall be equal to the capital improvement 
portion of the connection fee. 

In no case shall the credit exceed the connection fee. 

(3) If the Chief Engineer finds that, under certain circumstances, the transfer to a different parcel of 
a business operation discharging industrial wastewater does not impose any additional burden 
on the sewerage system, a relocation credit may be provided. 

A relocation credit shall be allowed for the relocation to a different parcel ol a business operation 
discharging industrial wastewater upon the following requirements being met: 

(a) That essentially the same business operation has been transferred from one parcel to 
another and such operation was previously connected directly or indirectly to the 
sewerage system. 

(b) That the person responsible lor the establishment of the connection fee entitlement or the 
successor In interest is the same person now making claim to a relocation credit. 

(c) That the discharger has demonstrated to the satisfaction ol the Chief Engineer that the 
business operation has been abandoned from the parcel from which the transfer has 
occurred or has presented a certification in writing that such business operation will be 
abandoned within 6 months ol the District approving an application for connection. 

(d) That the Chief Engineer has made a determination that there is adequate capacity In the 
sewerage system to accommodate connection ot the business operation to be 
transferred. 

The relocation credit shall be based upon the difference between the number of capacity units 
which would be attributable to the business operation prior to transfer had It been located in the 
District and the number of capacity units which would be attributable to the business operation 
had It been classified under the user category 'dry manufacturing.* 

Any parcel from which a business operation was transferred and which operation was provided 
a relocation credit shall have remaining the number of capacity units attributable to the user 
category *dry manufacturing.* 

Should the facility not be abandoned within the prescribed period above, the relocation credit 
shall be revoked and a connection fee with respect to the parcel to which the business operation 
was transferred shall be due and payable as of the date the business operation commenced at 
said parcel or said parcel was connected to the sewerage system. The connection fee shall equal 
the product of the number of capacity units upon which the relocation credit was based and the 
current connection fee rate plus penalty and Interest. 

Relocation credits shall not be provided to dischargers who have abandoned a parcel for rrxire 
than six months and a subsequent operation has initiated a wastewater discharge on that parcel. 

RFCTIQN 3 05 - IMPOSITION AND PAYMENT OF CONNECTION FEE 

Payment of the connection fee shall be made prior to the time of Imposition of an added burden 
as that term is defined In Section 2.01 of this Ordinance and before the issuance of a sewer 
connection permit by the local ageru^ having jurisdiction over land development. 


PART IV - FUNDS 


SECTION 4.01 - DISPOSITION OF FUNDS 

Connection fee revenue collected pursuant to this Ordinance shall be divided Into two parts, the capital 
improvement portion and the operational cost portion. The capital improvement portion shall be 
determined by multiplying the total revenue received by the proportion of the connection tee rate 
attributable to the capital improvement component. The capital improvement portion of the fee shall be 
deposited into capital Improvement funds pursuant to Section 4.02 herein. The remainder of the fee. the 
operational cost portion, shall be deposited into the District's operating fund, 

SECTION 4.02 - CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT FUNDS 

The capital improvement portion of connection fee revenue collected pursuant to this Ordinance shall be 
separated into two separate accounts known as the ’Joint Outfall System Capital Improvement Fund* and 
the *0151001'$ Capital Improvement Fund.' 

The Joint Outfall System Capital Improvement Fund shall be a common fund jointly owned and maintained 
by the Joint Outfall Districts. The District’s Capital Improvement Fund shall be owned and maintained by 
the District. 

That portion of the connection fee which was derived from the capital cost of expansion of the Joint Outfall 
System conveyance, treatment, and disposal facilities shall be deposited upon collection in the Joint 
Outfall System Capital Improvement Fund, That portion of the connection fee which was derived from the 
capital cost of expansion of the District s conveyance facilities shall be deposited upon collection in the 
District’s Capital Improvement Fund.

American newspaper 


Joseph Pilcher of West L. A., a former visitor at 
the Retreat House in Sierra Madre and a Rome resi¬ 
dent for 10 years, has written a story for 1.’halo-Amer¬ 
icano, an Italian-English newspaper headquartered in 
Sun Valley with offices in Los Angeles. 

In the Sept. 24 edition feature, headlined “Sierra 
Madreans Passionate About Monastery,” Pilcher 
writes a strong piece outlining why the monastery 
should be saved. He quoted members of the Sierra 
Madre Cultural Commission who have begged mon¬ 
astery principals for attention and who have tried to 
get the City Council to join their legion of supporters. 

In the piece, Judy Webb-Martin, chair of the 
Cultural Heritage Commission, says, “Now it’s up 
to the residents of Sierra Madre to raise their voices 
vociferously in protest.” 

Phyllis Chapman says in the article, “For years 
developers have been salivating over this property.” 
She explains that years ago the priests rejected the 
Cultural Heritage Commission’s request to include 
the monastery in the register of Historical Buildings. 

The City Council recently backed the monastery 
in this quest and turned down the commission’s re¬ 
newed request. 

Pilcher’s piece says, “...The Passionist Fathers 
say demolition will cost $160,000. Word on the 
street in Sierra Madre is that the Passionist Fathers 
want to demolish the monastery in order to clear the 
land and sell most of their 84-acre parcel to developers. 
The presence of the monastery might then, especially

if declared an historical building, constitute a white 
elephant of sorts which might impede the building of 
single-family dwellings. This is the last large parcel 
of land in Sierra Madre suitable for large-scale de¬ 
velopment.” 

Pilcher explains that the history of the recent 
hillside ordinance “limiting the carving up of the hill¬ 
side.’’ The City Council allowed the monastery grounds 
to be omitted from the ordinance. 

Pilcher, who has been an inspiration to Sierra 
Madreans who wish to save the monastery, remem¬ 
bers of coming to the Retreat House as a child. He 
was raised on the West Side and is now looking for a 
home in Sierra Madre. 

He was educated at the University of Rome and 
at the. University of California, Berkeley. Pilcher 
has 20 years of journalism experience both in the 
United States and Europe and is now writing for the 
Italian-English newpaper, L’ltalo-Americano, which 
is published in both languages. His piece about the 
monastery appeared in that widely-distributed news¬ 
paper. 

He has also worked for People Magazine, Time 
Magazine and the New York Times as a freelancer as 
well as filling the slot of columnist and feature writer 
for the New York Daily News. 

Pilcher is taking some time out now to complete 
one novel and write another.

Council recap 

Soundwalls, architectural 
design review on agenda 


Soundwall financing al¬ 
ternatives and architec¬ 
tural design review were 
topics of discussion at a 
special study session and 
meeting of the Arcadia 
City Council last week. 

Since the meeting was 
not a public hearing, the 
30-40 people who were 
there to support sound 
walls were not given a 
chance to speak. 

Councilman Robert 
Harbicht said that the city 
should not spend $7 mil¬ 
lion for soundwalls at a 
time when funding to the 
city is down, what with 
the loss of revenue from 
Hinshaw’s and Folger 
Ford and reduced funding 
from the state and from 
less wagering at Santa 
Anita Park. 

Mayor George Fasching 
said that he has written 


to the director of Caltrans 
for an appointment to dis¬ 
cuss financing of sound- 
walls and the city’s ability 
to recapture costs from 
Caltrans. 

Soundwalls will be dis¬ 
cussed again when the 
council holds a priority 
study session on Satur¬ 
day. 

In a joint meeting with 
the planning commission, 
discussion focused on the 
possibility of an architec¬ 
tural design review to solve 
problems in home design 
in areas which do not have 
homeowners associations 
and architectural review 
boards. 

Harbicht said that he 
does not like the design 
of some of the new homes 
being built in the city but 
that he is opposed to gov¬ 
ernment censorship. • 


A committee, which 
includes Councilmen Har¬ 
bicht and Bob Margett 
as well as Planning Com¬ 
missioners Bob Daggett 
and Edward Huang and 
representatives from real 
estate and construction 
as well as residents, was 
formed to explore archi¬ 
tectural guidelines or re¬ 
view, which would give 
long-range planning for 
residential areas and ul¬ 
timately avoid the “Dis¬ 
neyland” effect, said 
Fasching. 

The council directed 
staff to devdop an ordinance 
to outlaw tuck under or 
subterranean parking in 
R-1 zones. 

A presentation on a 
proposed library expan¬ 
sion project was postponed 
until the council study 
session on Oct. 13.

The Arcadia Fire Depart¬ 
ment responded to a total 
of 3056 alarms from June 
1991 through May 1992, 
according to the depart¬ 
ment’s annual report. 

One hundred ninety-four 
fires were reported, in¬ 
cluding five residential 
fires and 49 mercantile 
fires. Vehicle or equip¬ 
ment fires totaled 65, 
while trees, brush or grass 
fires numbered 46. Three 
firefighters were injured 


battling those fires. 

The value of property 
loss in fires last year to¬ 
taled $554,835. 

The Arcadia Fire De¬ 
partment also conducted 
1932 safety inspections 
and put on 67 public edu¬ 
cation programs. 

Arcadia paramedics 
transported 1402 patients 
and responded to 2104 
rescues. 

Causes of fires include 
incendiary, 21 cases; sus¬ 


picious, 41; misuse/acci¬ 
dental, 33; mechanical/ 
design failure, 73; and in¬ 
sufficient information, 
25.
